STATE TO LEASE. 
FISH HATCHER 


Intend to. Purchase Local Hatchery 
Aasuring Club Members Adequate 
Fry for Stocking Local 
Streams. 


Since the establishment in 1914 of 
the Grayling Fish Hatchery club, 
consisting of about 125 members liv- 
ing in various cities thruout the Uni- 
ted States, the State of Michigan has 
aided financially in the support of that 
institution. The hatchery has been 
wonderfully successful and has prac- 
tically supplied the streams in this 
section of Michigan besides streams of 
theeupper peninsula. The place has 
been visited by Jegislative committees 
from each legislature since beginning 
opérations and the splendid work done 
hove has elicited the praises of the 
visitors, The location of the hatchery, 
the excellent water supply, fine layout 
of the grounds And superior manage- 
ment have made this, as is claimed by 
State authorities, the best trout hatch- 
ery in Michigan. : 

Therefore it is the desire of the 
Conservation committee of the state 
to take over the hatchery and to en- 
large its capacity. The hatching sea- 
son will begin soon and the committee 
desires to take the plant over at once 
but is unable to purchase it until such 
purchase is authorized by the State 
legislature, therefore a ten year lease, 
beginning July 1, 1921, was proposed 

‘ by the State committee. 

Recently there was a meeting of 
the board of directors of the Grayling 
Fish Hatchery club with representa- 
tives of the State Board at Saginaw 
and the details of the matter were 
thoroughly gone into. Later notices 
were sent to the several members of 
the Hatchery club, giving the details 
of. the proposition and requesting that 
they meet in Grayling Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 27th for the purpose of con- 
sidering the matter.

Rasmus Hanson by most of the 
absent members requesting that he 
represent them at the méeting. 
wae held in the Board of Trade rooms 
and while*there were not many mem- 
bera present in person, the club was 
almost unanimously represented. 

The matter was explained to the 
members and a resolution was unan- 
imously passed, offering ‘the State a 
ten year lease of the Hatchery prop- 
erty. In the resolytion it was stipula- 
ted that one half of the brook trout 
fry hatched here were to be planted in 
the AuSable river and its tributaries 
and in the Manistee river, and with 
an assurance that in no one year that 
there would be less than 2,500,000 
for these streams. And/further, the 
resolution required, that one half of 
all the rainbow and brown trout that 
are hatched here are also to be planted 
in these local streams. Thus the pur- 
poses for which the hatchery was es- 
tablished would be carried out, and 
with the possibility of increasing the 
hatehings and therefore afford larger 
plantings than could otherwise be 
hoped for. 

The establishment of the Grayling 
hatehery is the outcome of efforts 
niade by Marius Hanson of this city, 
who seeing the streams each year fall- 
ing off in their fishing, realized that 
more attention must be paid to the 
re-stocking of the streams. There- 
fore he interested a large number of 
persons Who had in the past enjoyed 
the recreation and sport that the ex- 
cellent streams of Crawford County 
lad, afforded and a private club was 
organized.” 

Starting out in October of the year 
of 914 with the modest sum of about 
£3500 the hatehery plant was con- 
sfructed and in the spring ef 1915 
about 2 milion trout dry were plant- 
va, Work from that time in the con- 
struction of feeding ponds has gone 
steadily forward and now the equip- 
ment for hatching and caring for trout 
fry is superior to any of the State 
trout hatcheries. The club members 
have each paid $5.00 annually to be 
used in construction work, while the 
State has annually appropriated su- 
ficient sums to pay part of the salary 
of the superintendent and his helpers. 

*Much of the success of the local 
hatchery is due to the splendid man- 
agement it has had. Superintendent 
Zaisman is known as one of the best 
trout culturists anywhere in America, 
Back of this has been a @hpable board 
of directors who have given liberally

large it until it will become the best, 
largest and most modern trout hatch- 
ery anywhere to be found. 

It was never intended that any of 
the stockholders should derive profit! 
from the hatchery,’ nor has a single! 
one of them received a dollar, but the: 
dreams and hopes of the promoters; 
and those Who have aaaociated them- 
selves with them, are realized in see- 
ing the grand old trout streams of | 
northern Michigan coming into their 
own and the waters fast becoming 
again alive with the speckled beauties: 
that add inspiration to the outings of 
the thousands of people who annually 
came here for recreation and pleasure. 
- If the work of the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery club is finished let it be to 
their great credit that they made pos- 
sible the rejuvenation of this part of 
Michigan's broad expanse of play 
grounds, and that they did it for the 
reat good of aj and at a great deal 
of financial cost and personal effort. 
Tt has been a worthy work admirably 
carried out. :

A Magician Of The Fields. 


We’ are all interested in seeing cle- 
ver things done, whether gt be Edison 
improving the electrie light and stor- 
age battery; or Burbank breeding the 
prickers off the cactus and thus mak- 
ing a splendid cow feed; or Marconi 
inventing the wireless telegraph, 

Clever things are done in Agricul- 
ture too. Babcock invented a ma- 
chine that,shows accurately the butter 
fat in milk. 7 

DeLavall invented a machine that 
will yank the cream (butter fat) out 
of milk. 

Several men have invented ma- 
chines that will milk cows satisfactor- 
ily. 

Probably our grandfather 
huve said: “It can’t be done.” 


Now Professor Frank Sprageg, of 
Michigan Agricultural College, comes 
atong with the Rosen Rye that he has 
‘leveloped,—the best rye ever grown 
in Michigan. 

Professor Hughs, of Jowa Agricul- 
tural College, gives us the wonderful 
Hubam, or annual white sweet clover, 
that gives hay or pasture the year it 
| is sowed, 

Bacteriologists have shown us that 
the successful growth of the clover, al- 
falfa, vetch, and other legumes is 
greatly aided by something that lives, 
but is too small to be seen by the un- 
aided eye—the nitrogen-fixing . bac- 
teria. 

All these are clever things, much 
like the tricks of the magician thet 
we see at a show. 

Yet, clever agricultural things can 
be done by farmers dressed in plain 
clothes, and living in obscurity. 

Saeger Wheeler in Canada, is an

Some years ago we read of him in 
the Country Gentleman; how he, liv- 
ing away off by himself, had ideals 
and day dreams of improvement,—of 
doing better with what he had. He 
dared to break away. from neighbor- 
hood customs. He dared step out from 
the ranks of the common crowd and 
become a master farmer, 

He wanted to improve the wheat 
that he grew, so, with basket fasten- 
ed to his waist, and with shears in 
hand, he went up and down in his 
fields selecting the biggest heads of 
wheat, one by one. 

At night these were shelled by hand 
and the grain picked over by hand,

until, with incredible toil, he had a 
peck of beautiful seed wheat, select- 
ed kerne) by kernel. 

This was sowed under the best con- 


ditions he could secure, and the se- 
lection repeated. 

He soon began to take local prizes 
on wheat, for yield, appeararice and 
quality, 

He then took- sweepstakes prizes 
for Canada; then, the international 
swegepstukus. 

heeler, on his Saskatchewan farm 
has a wheat production record of 82 
bushels an acre, 

In international expositions he has 
won the world’s championship five 
times. 

He gets $80 a bushel for Early Tri- 
umph, his new variety of seed wheat. 

It ripens 10 days earlier than any 
other wheat there, and yields 8 to 10 
bushels more to the acre. 

That helps all farmers, by increas- 
ing their possible profits. 

It moves the wheat belt 100 miles 
farther north, adding millions of acres 
to the wheat area. 

He is a magician of the Fields. - 

Governors and Senators will be for- 
gotten when Saeger Wheeler of Sas- 
katchewan, wil} be remembered, tho 
ee goes about in his fields clad in over- 
alls, 

His chance to be a magician of the 
Fields, to step out from the ranks of 
the common crowd, from the ranks of 
the shiftless, fron the ranks of the 
thriftless, from the ranks of the hope- 
less, is no better than yours or mine.

He personally runs 
his country's religion and Its foreign 
nffairs, and he even supervises much 
of its commerce. ‘He also owns and 
tensors the only newspaper printed In 
vl Afghanistan, Incidentally, he keeps 
58 nautgmopdiles, and he never walks. 
Even” from one nenrby palace toe an- 
ather he goes by inoter aver short 
pteces of road bullt espectally far bis 
niessure, Q 

Though the amtr took no active part 
tn the World war, he emergef] from it 
with singular profits, His old and 
ance rival neighbors, Great Britain and 
Rusela drawn tagethe allles in the 
confilet, left him a fré In 1919 
Grent Britain offeinily récagnized the 
pollticnl independence of this much- 
buffeted buffer state, tq whose rulers 
she had sa tong pale a fut annuity. 

Keeps in Touch With the World. 

Afghanistan, with anShren of 245.000 
aqnure miles, is, next to ‘Tibet, the 
largest country in the world that is 
practically closed to the citizens of 
other nations, But potitiens 
wary, alert, Mohammedan Kabat fs in 
xbarp contrast to the meditative seclu- 
sion and cingsic aloofness of the Bud- 
dhist lamas at Lhasa. Through agents 
In Indin and elsewhere Amlr Amanul- 
lah Khan ts fir close touch with the 
world's current events; and, as the 


Jast remaining independent ruler of # 
Mosiem couuiry, now that the power 
ef the Turkish caliph at Constantl 
naple ls broken, he wields n far-reaeh- 
ing influence thronghout the Motam- 
Inedanb world. And it is probably that 
because his land happens. to_lie just 
as ft dees on the map of the world, he 
will be for a long time to come an 
active force in the political destinies 
of middle Asia. 

The doles werd his veriest whim. 
is law to his millions of subjects. He 
is, in truth, the lust of the despots, @ 
wort of modern oriental patriarch ou 
a grand senle. His judgments are, of 
course, bused primarily on the Koran, 
or on the conimon law of the land, 
Thore {s no statute book, Do penal 
code and no court. 

The amir reserves to himself 
tight of pussing derth sentences, The 
cruel Afghan forms of purishment, 
such as shooting # prisoner from the 
cauunon's luuzzle, sabering off bis head, 
stuuing him te death, burying him 
alive, cutting off his hands ana feet 
or putting ont his eves, are seidem em- 
ployed nowadays; yet often the crimt- 
nal himself will choose a quick, though 
Violent, exodus to paradise rather than 
suffer- long bmprisonment in a filthy 
Iron cage, perhaps ta die eventually 
of starvation, 

The way of the transgressor in Af- 
ghanistan continues to be uncommonly 
hard, however, Time and again, in 
the recorded history of this Jand, de- 
posed amirs, troublesome relatives and 
political euemies have been deliber- 
ately blinded, there being a tradition 
here that no man with any physical 
affliction may hold a public office of 
honor or profit, 

Its Mountains and Tribas. 


Politically, Afghanistan tg divided 
into four provinees: Afghan Turke- 
stun, Kabul, Kanduhar and Herat. 
Topographically itg most conspicuous 
fentures are the high peaks in the 
northeast; where it touches the greut 
Hindu Kush, the Tirnch Mir attains » 
height of over 23,000 feet. 

Through these mountains of porth- 
enst Afghanistan wind some of the 
most picturesque and historie trails of 
the whole world. For centuries the 
trade between Turkestan and Indie 
has flowed over these high passes, 
and the story goes that often these 
wanual caravans number as many as 
120,000 joaded animals, Including caim- 
elx, mules and horses, 

Afghanistan is a Babel of races and 
tongues; more than half its population 
are not Afghans at all. The majority 
group embraces the lranian-Aryan 
Tagijlks, who Inhabit the settlements 
and large towns; the Mongolian Haza-

rahs, who roam the mountainous cen- 
‘tral regions of the country, and the 
Trrkomans and Uzbegs of northern 
Afghantstan. The ren} Afghans, or 
*“Pahtos” (Pathans), as they call them. 
selves, live In the high ranges stretch. 
lug from the Solimans past Ghazni and 
Kandahar to the west. toward Herat. 

The tribes are divided into minor 
clans, eafled “Khel,” and they lve al- 
most entirely off their herds of cattle, 
camels and sheep. 


Tersian culture has. molded the so- 
cial Hfe tt: Afghanistan through cen- 
turies; notwithstanding the religlhcus 
hatred between tha Sunnis and the 
Shias, Persian customs have been more 
or Jess adopted in the upper ranks 
of nll middte Asiatic Moslem society. 
From the Persinns the Afghans got the 
Iden of marrylpg more than one wife; 
Nat, tke the Persians, too, they have 
found to their dismay that palygamy 
Is nowadays a most expensive custom, 

Awlr Habibullah Khan (who war 
assassinated Jn 1919) had a harem of 
100 women, and Among these, strange 
ly enough, were a few Europeans. The 
present amir, Amanuleb Khan, haa

opera; hence the 
double and early 
connection of 
Ludovic with the 
Parisian stage.

At eighteen he joined the ranks of

proposal was immediately accepted, 
thw@pextoning a connection which con~

The joint work of the two anthory 
had a great vogue, but Halevy is best 
known tc more recent readers by his 
“L’'Abbe Constantin,” pablished soon 
after the conclusion of the Franco- 
Pruscian war.

An Ever Expanding Problem 

That the problem of the disabled 
service man is ever-expanding «and 
probahly will not reach the peak be- 
fore 1925, is the assertion of well-in- 
formed Government officlais and that 
2,397 Red Cross Chapters regard it 
as thelr most important work {s evl- 
dence that the expansion is {in nowlse 
confined to a particular section but ts, 
on the contrary, nation-wide, ‘At the 
end of the fiscal year, June 30, 1921, 
there were 26,300 disabled service men 
in the 1,692 United States Public 
Health Service, Contract and Govern- 
ment Hospitals and Soldiers Homes, 
and that number !s increasing at a 
rate of 1,000 a month. 

Thousands of these men receiving 
medical treatment, compensation and 
vocational training from the Govern- 
ment today, started their efforts to 
obtain them through the Red Cross 
Chapter. The Chapter, acting aa the 
disabled man's agent in claims aga!nst 
the Government, tnforms the man a8 to 
the procedure necessary to gain for 
him that which Is provided. htm by 
Federal statute. Wis applications for 
conipensation, medical treatment and 
tralning are properly filed with the aid 
ef the Red_Cross Chapter. 


Many Forms of Assistance 

Tf there is delay before the man's 
claim is vacted upon, the Red Cross 
Chuptér lends the man money to meet 
the imperative needs of himself and 
his dependents. 

Most vital to the mun’s gaining full 
benefit from the Government's care {x 
keeping his mind free from worry about 
his home, Keeping ‘the veteran’s fain- 
fly from hardship of every kind and 
informing him of {ts welfare !s an 
other province of the Chapter. Free 
from fear on this score, the man's re- 
covery and advancement usually is 
rapid, 

Every month during the last year, 
the American Red Cross has given 
service of one kind or another to an 
average of 129,215 former service men 
and thelr families An Indication of 
the extent of the faith reposed tn the 
Red Cross Chapter is to be found ta 
the fact that there were 856,544 re- 
quests for friendly ald in the solutiof! 
of personal problems. 

448 Workers In Hospitals 

While the man prior to. entering 
Government care deals largely with the 
Chapter, afterward he comes tnto con- 
tagt with the service provided by Na- 
tional Headquarters. There are 448 
Red Cross workers in the -United 
States Public Health Service ond con- 
tract hospitals and other tnstitufions 
Jn which these men are being cared 
for, whose duty {is to provide for hig 
recreation, help him with his compen- 
sation Claims, keep him jn touch with 
his family; In short, meeting hia every 
need outside of that provided by the 
Government. While these are a few. 
of the responsibilities of the Nattonal 
Organization, they are by no means 
all.

It handled 70,782 allotment and al- 
lowance claims. — 

. It delivered through Its Chapter or 
ganization 63,655 allotment checks to 
veterans who had moved from the ad- 
Gresses furnished sto the Bureau of 
War Risk Insurance. 

It provided a. special fund-of $10,000 
for medical assistance tu mea under 
vocational training. 

It made 32,495 loans totaling $250,000 
to men taking vocational training, af 
which 85 per cent has been repatd.

Testimony At inquest Develops New 
Sensations; Physiclans Say Vic-

Dowagiac, Mich—Robbery now 
leoma up stronger than evér 28 & pos 
sible motive for the triple murder over 
one week ago of Mr. and Mra. William 
Monroe and their 19-year-old daughter, 
Neva, whose heads were battered in 
with a club as they slept in their beds 
in their little one-story frame shack 
on the outskirte of the city. 

The hunt for the slayer gained add- 
ed impetus when an augmented force 


of detectives, employed with a fund 
raised by popular subscription, took 
up investigation, and when it was an- 
nounced the supervisors would offer 
a $6,000 reward for his capture. 

The crime was committed at the 
farm home of the Monroes, on the 
outskirts of the city, possibly during 
the night of Septmber 17, but was 
not discovered until Tuesday of last 
week. The murderer battered the 
heads of his victims with a naii-stud- 
ded club as they slept in their beds. 
Little 12-year-old Ardith Monroe, also 
badly beaten about the head, and in 
@ partial stupor, was atill alive when 
found and physicians at the hospital 
where she was taken say sie will re- 
cover but will be scarred for Ife. She 
was unable to tell the officers any- 
thing about the attack, having been 
apparently struck on the head with 
the club before awakening; the same 
way the other three victims had been 
disposed of by the slayer. The blood- 
staine® club, matted with hair, was 
found in the room. There was no In- 
dication of robbery. 

William Kinney was arrested by 
Sheriff Sherman P. Wyman at Temple 
and was brought back here for ques- 
tioning. At a preliminary examination 
held at Cadillac the accused claimed a 
complete alibi, which he later estab- 
Ushed and was released. Officers had 
claimed that Kinney had been friend- 
ly with the murdered giri in 1920. 

Police declare they have evidence 
that Kinney was in Dowagiac on the 
night the murder is believed to have 
taken place. He will be asked to ex- 
plain his presence here, and also of 
alleged relations with Neva Monroe, 
the 19-year-old daughter who was mur- 
dred. Officers claim the two were 
quite friendly in 1920 and also that 
there was same friction between him 
and Neva’s father. 

An outstanding feature of the cor- 
oner’s inquest was the development 
in physicians’ testimony that an at- 
tempt had been made to assault Neva 
either before or after @@ath, and that 
a similar attack had been made upon 
Ardith and possibly upon the mother. 

It also developed at the inquest that 
Neva was the unwed mother of a 
child now {n an orphan asylum at St. 
Joseph. 


CUT FREIGHT RATES ON COKE 


20 Per Cent Reduction Now Effective 
on State 


Railroads. 


Lansing.-Every railroad entering 
the state of Michigan has reduced its 
freight rates on coke approximately 
20 per cent. This announcement was 
made through the interstate commerce 
commission late last week and fol- 
lowed a similar announcement made 
previously by the Pere Marquette 
railroad. 

The reduction was effective in Mich- 
igan on all the railroads September 
20. It will be effective in several oth- 
er states directly connected with the 
coal and coke situation, as well as in 
Ontario on October 10. 

The 20 per cent decrease effective 
in Michigan now intrastate business 
reduces the Michigan Central rate on 
coke 41 cents on a ton,-the old rate 
being $1.96 a ton and the new one 
$1.55. 


BLAST WRECKS GERMAN TOWN 


French Soldiers Aid on Clearing Away 
Ruing and Bodies, 


Mannheim, Germany. — Desolation 
and rujns alone remain of what was 
once the flourishing town of Oppau. 
The town had 6,500 residents, ‘af 
which a majority of the men engaged 
in the chemical werks weré killed or 
wounded in the explosion which 
wrecked the town. Soldiers in French 
uniforms are clearing away the wreck- 
age, picking up the dead and injured 
as after a big battle. 

Eleven hundred dead and 4,000 in- 
jured, is the result of the disaster.

According to the reports, marked 
progress hus- been made in replachg 
inferior bulls with bigh-class, purebred 
animals. Six of the teatlng assoes- 
Wons—of which three aré In lah. 
two. in Colorado and one tn Waol ine: 
ton—have reached the 100 per vert 
purebred bult mark, having elimina: 
ed all serub sires from thels herd. 
Another 100 per cent associatiun vas 
added to the ist In January, ait se. 
eral others are getting near this mari 

The Petaluma (Cal.) associathon tis 
only two scrub bulls left. The dairy 
department of the local fan burct. 
of the county In which the associations 
is located has a plan for an anuuad 
purebred bull sale, the first of whle'. 
was held several months ago. 
bulis out of 400-pound dams and ol 
proved bulls are consigned to this 
by breeders and by dairymen w 
to dispose of bulls which they hase 
used as long as they can In their owe 
herds, ‘The sale was the means of In- 
troducing 25 purebred buils into whe 
county, and the association hopss tes 
this means to eliminate all scrub ullx 
from the county and to keep the duiry- 
men supplied with good bulls tn the 
future, Through these sales it als» 
hopes to open a market for proved 
bulls, and so keep these bulls in sery- 
ice in the county for many vears. 

The tester of the Skagit Vuaiiey 
(Wash.) association reports that the 
last scrub bull bas been “dischargert 
from service.” He also says that une 
farmer increased his production by 12 
pounds of fat per cow on 25 cows from 
November to Decermpber hy better care
